GRIGGS OF GEORGIA 
TALKS ON FACTORIES 


Cotton Manufacturing Conditions of New 
England and the South. 


DINGLEY’S SPEECH ANSWERED 


The Constitution’s New England Let- 
ters in Evidence. 


THE ARKWRIGHT CLUB WAS REFUTED 


Mr. Griggs Delivers a Magnificent 
Speech on the Advantages of the 
Different Sections,

Washington, March 15.—(Special.)—Con- 
gressman Griggs, of the second districta, 
made the most notable speech of the day 
in congress. 

His subject was the cotton manufacturing 
conditions in the south as compared with 
those of New England, and he made the 
first complete reply that has been made in 
congress to the contention of Mr. Dingley 
that the south had no advantage of the 
north except in cheap labor. 

For more than an hour Judge Griggs held 
the attention of the house. Though there 
was not a full house when he began, the 
seats of both sides were soon occupied and 
his audience gave him the compliment of 
the strictest attention. 

Judge Griggs quoted liberally from the 
articles recently written by Mr. P. J. Mo- 
ran for The Constitution and used the 
testimony of the New Engiand mill men 
adduced by him to contradict Mr. Dingley’s 
assertions. 

The Georgian emphasized the splendid 
impression he made in his first speech. He 
was warmly applauded on both sides @of 
the bouse throughout and at the conclu- 
sion mefhbers from all parts of the cham- 
ber crowded around him and congratulated 
him. His speech was a genuine hit. 

The Matter in Contention. 

Mr. Griggs began by having read from 
The American Edonomist of December Mth 
two extracts. One of these congratulated 
the country on the magnificent prospect 
for 1898. Prosperity everywhere and peace 
with all ‘the earth. The other sought to ex- 
plain the depression in cotton manufactur- 
ing in New England amd charges it up to 
the low standard of living in the # uth and 
the semi-servile condition of southern fac- 
tory labor. 

Mr. Griggs then referred to the speech 
made by Mr. Dingiley of January 20th, in 
which that gentleman ventured an expla- 
nation of the depression in the cotton in- 
dustry of New England and suggested pos- 
sible remedies for the same, quoting Mr. 
Dingley as follows: 

“I think it is a serious mistake for the 
representatives of the south who desire to 
{improve their economic conditions to forget 
hat there can be mo progress except as it 
s based on an improvement in the standard 
of living and improvement in the earnings 
of the masses.”’ 

“The gentleman. suggested,” 
Griggs, “that we may 
come by and by to an amendment 
to the constitution giving to congress 
the power to fix the hours of labor in the 
factories of the country, so far as women 
and children are concerned,’’ which, being 
interpreted, means national contro] of all 
labor. He complains of our immense crops 
of cotton, which suggest overproduction 
as a disease and curtailment of the same 

a remedy. Mr. Speaker, I am reluctant 
to take issue with the distinguished leader 
of the republican party in this house on 
any question. I am indeed loath to join is- 
sue with him on this question, to the study 
of which he has given the best years of his 
life, carrying with him in his investigation 
so much of learning and native ability. I 
regret, Mr. Speaker, to have to engage in 
the discussion of a subject the mere men- 
tion of which on this side instantly throws 
our friends across the aisle into such fren- 
zy of passion as no other subject can pro- 
voke. I refer to the utter and the colossal 
failure of their prosperity programme. It 
is not my purpose, Mr. Speaker, to argue 
the presence or absence of a condition 
which if present could be seen, felt and 
known by every one, ‘both bond and free,’ 
high and low, and whose absence presses 
the iron of distress into the very souls of 


all.

The Task Undertaken. 

“7 propose today to compare industrial 
conditions in New England and the south, 
and I take occasion now to say that we 
all unite with the genthemen from that 
section in deploring New England's unhap- 
py plight. I have neither the time nor the 


irelination to enter into an academic dis- 
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therefore, confine myself to its considera- 
tion from a purely practical standpoint. 
The position of the gentleman from Maine 
is that lower wages and longer hours of 
labor in the south, consequent upon a low- 
er standara of living there, are the ocea- 
sions and the causes of New England dis- 
tress. [I am not here, Mr. Speaker, to 
deny fucts or to distort the truth, and I, 
therefore, admit now that the general level 
of wages is slightly lower, and that the 
hours of labor are somewhat longer in the 
south than in New England, but I deny the 
conclusion, stated asa premise by the gen- 
tleman, that the standard of living is 
lower in the south than elsewhere, and I 
assert that a lower wage scale and longer 
hours are not the only advantages possess- 
ed by the southern cotton manufacturer 
over his New England competitor. I shall 
bring as witnesses men whose lives have 
been devoted to the manufacture of cotton 
goods in New England and the south—men 
who know the truth, and who surely have 
no interest to advance by concealment or 
distortion.

New Cruiser Amazonas Will Be Man-

Washington, March 15.—This was another 
busy day in the war and navy departments, 
Secretary Alger was enabled to make an 
allotment of funds from the appropriation 
of $50,000,000, which will, greatly facilitate 
the work of the bureaus 

These bureaus had not been able to con- 
clude any contracts for the procurement of 
war supplies, because no allotment had been 
made, but this afternoon the ordnance bu- 
reau was given two and a half million dol- 
lars, and business went forward with a 
rush. It is true that this sum is already 
mortgaged under provisional arrangements 
made during the past week, but with the 
assurance of more funds to come, the work 
of the bureau is now moving rapidly. 

Secretary Long was exceedingly busy to- 
day, having not only to give a good deal 
of time to the cabinet, to which he was 
obliged to return twice, but also being 
obliged to see a great many persons with 
whom the department has or expects to 
have contract relations, 

Among the latter was Mr. Herreshoff, 
the torpedo boat Suilder from Bristol, R. I. 
He turned two of these boats over to the 
department a few days ago, and the secre- 
tary’s purpose in consulting him was to 
learn how much he ceuid hasten the work 
on one of the boats remaining on his hands 
which in ordinary times would § require 
about two months to complete. 

The secretary also spent a good deal of 
time at intervals during the day in con- 
sulting over the long-distance telephone 
with naval officers in New York, and it is 
said much of this consultation concerned 
the procurement of certain vessels from 
among the auxiliary navy for war purposes. 

Torpeco Boat Is Ready. 

Mr. Malster, of the Columbian iron works, 
at Baltimore, has notified the department 
that he will be able to turn over to it the 
torpedo boat Rogers next Saturday. The 
Rogers is a boat which smashed her en- 
gines in the midst of a trial trip about six 
months ago. It was necessary almost to 
replace the engines, but under the hurry 
orders from the navy department this has 
been done in good time. It is expected that 
the boat will be taken at once from Balti- 
more to Norfolk. The department has no 
disposition to waste time at this juncture 
in making trial trips, but knowing the boat 
to be of satisfactory type like her sister 
boat, the Winslow, and of good workman- 
ship, according to the naval inspector’s re- 
ports, she will be completed out of hand 
as were the Gwyn and Talbot last week.

from town. There was great indigna- 
tion expressed by some, for Conley was a 
man who had many friends. He had been 
living in East Point for some time and had 
made The Plowhboy a lively paper. He was 
fearless and he printed whiatever he wished, 
no matter how sensational. 


His Father Was Governor. 


Mr. Conley was born in Augusta fifty- 
two years ago.

He was a son of ex-Gover- 
nor Benjamin Conley, who was for a time 
the most prominent man in Georgia. 

Mr. Conley married Miss Taylor Crook, 
who, with their son, his been living at East 
Point many years. He was State librarian 
for a time and was one of the best known 
editors in the state. 

He first got into the litigation which 
brought his death by belng appointed ex- 
ecutor of the John Broad estate. John 
Broad was a we ithy Engtishman and died, 
leaving a considerable amount of property. 
Conley’s enemies charged that he was 
guilty misconduct in managing the 
estate, 

The mother of the dead man lives in 
West End and is quite wealthy. His 
brother, Morris Conley, ts in the railway 
mail serve and lives in Atlanta. 

Cox, the man who did the killing, is a 
rough looking man twenty-four years old. 
He is stockily built and is not tall. He 
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turbed Sleep. Frightful Dreams and al] 
Nervous and Trembling Sensations. 
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has a face which does not index a great de- 
gree of inte'ligence and a slight straggling 
mustache, almost white, gives him a very 
unattractive appearance. 

He says he is from South Car- 
olina, but he told some of his friends 
in’ East Point that he was from Oregon. 
He refused to talk about himself and said 
he would make no statement until he got 
into court. 

In swearing that he foula make no state- 
ment he made one. He said Conley came 
to him and struck him over the head with 
the stick. He did not think, he says, he 
was down when he shot Conley. He says 
he had been threatened by Conley, but that 
he was determined not to be scared off. 

Deputy Sheriff Trimble said that after 
he had arrested Cox, the prisoner said: “° 
don’t propose to be cursed by any man 
and have my head beat Soft with a hickory 
stick.’”’ 

Cox was asked if he had made this state- 
ment, and he said he didn’t remember what 
he had said. He taughed in the face of 
the reporter. and jocularly remarked that 
the newspaper could wait until he made 
his statement in court, and he consoled the 
reporter by saying it might not be longer 
than two years. The man did not appear 
to be over burdened with grief over the 
killing, but shuffled around the corridor 
and posed before the other prisoners. He 
scemed to greatly enjoy his position of be- 
ing able to refuse an interview. 

Conley’s body was !eft lying in the road 
until 10 o’clock last night, when Coroner 
Stamps had it removed to the dead man’s 
residence. The coroner expected to hold 
the inquest, but he did not have time and 
the investigation was postponed until this 
morning. 

“T will say for the people of East Point,’’ 
said a leading citizen, “‘that this matter 
will be sifted to the very bottom. There 
are some peculiar features which demand 
a close investigation, and I for one will 
that the truth is known. I believe it 
is more than the simple shooting of Con- 
ley by Cox.”

They have long been personal and political 
friends, and were formerly law pariners. 
Berner's greatest strength in Jones now is 
said to be Johnson’s strength. If Atkinson 
is governor, Johnson might still be reap- 
pointed pension commissioner, and the 
same Might hold true if Candler is gov- 
ernor. 

If Commissioner Johnson resigns and is 
elected ordinary for the unexpired term, 
he would undoubtedly be re-elected, as he 
is held in high esteem in Jones.

A Community Which Seems To Be at 
the Mercy of an Incendiary. 
Cartersville. Ga., March 15.—(Special.)— 
The people of the lower Stamp creek com- 
munity, in this county, have been puzzled 
a great deal about the alarming frequency 
of conflagrations among them for two 

vears past. 

Within a radius of five miies little less 
than a dozen fires have occurred, and as 
‘yet their origin has not been satisfactorily 
accounted for. Two years ago the barn of 
Dr. Covington was burned, and shortly after 
this occurrence came the burning of ‘ac- 
edonia schoolhouse.

Japan Is with Us. 


In a recent interview published in The 
New York Herald, Marquis Ito, the dis- 
tinguished Japanese premier, is quoted 
as saying that while the Japanese goy- 
ernment feels kindly, toward the United 
States in the present crisis, it cannot 
part with any of its battleships at this 
time on account of the grave situation 
of affairs in the orient.

It is given out from Washington that 
the president is very anxious at. this 
time to get rid of congress, and is urg- 
ing his friends in that body to propose 
and promote an early adjournment. 

The statement is not surprising when 
the situation is understood.

Therefore the president is anxious to 
be rid of that body and thus have the 
coast clear for submitting our ‘‘honor’”’ 
to arbitration, and for turning the Cu- 
ban patriots and their interests over to 
the tender mercies of aSpanish governor 
general under the proposed system of co- 
lonial aufonomy. This latter. part of 
the programme is likely to prove very 
embarrassing, especially if congress is 
in a position to watch the spectacle offi- 
cially. 

The Cubans themselves have vary 
properly set themselves unalterabiy 
against autonomy of any kind which, in 
the remotest degree, provides for Span- 
ish possession or control. They know 
the Spaniards—none better—and they 
will not trust them. So, at the very 
outset the president will find Gomez and 
his soldiers unalterably opposed to any 
plan of autonomy that can be devised. 

What then? Why, it ,is very simple. 
With congress out of the way; the ad- 
ministration would find itself free to 
show its hand. It would be an easy 
matter to devote the whole of the £50,- 
000,000 voted by congress to carrying 
out such measures as would force the 
Cubans to submit to autonomy. That

Our people are not indifferent to the 
demands of textile education, but as vet 
they do not fully realize its bearing upon 
the south’s industrial possibilities. They 
need to have it properly brought home 
to them, and there is no better way in 
which this can be managed than for our 
business men to get together for the 
purpose of discussing it. At the last 
session of the legislature the sum of $10,- 
000 was appropriated to the cause of 
textile education in this state contin- 
gent upon the raising of another $10,000 
by popular subscription. When this 
latter sum is raised, the former one will 
be available; but not until then. Our 
people have not responded promptly to 
the demand made upon them, for the 
simple reason that they have not su ffi- 
ciently appreciated the urgent need of 
textile education. Ags soon as they are 
its paramount impor- 
tance they will not be’ backward in sub- 
scribing the desired sum. So without 
undertaking to raise the necessary $'0,- 
000, our business men should meet for 
the purpose of thoroughly dis- 
cussing the subject of textile education. 
With the impulse which this discussion 
would give to the movement it would 
be only a few days before fhe public- 
spirited and liberal people of this state 
would subscribe every dollar need«d to 
make the state’s appropriation avai.a)le. 
If it should be deemed best, experienced 
textile educators could be invited to give 
their views on the subject, and much 
good cculd be accomplished in this way 
toward arousing popular interest 
throughout the state.

A Word from General Gomez. 

The courageous General Gomez indig- 
nantly resents the charge which certain 
un-American newspapers have made to 
the effect that the insurgents have mis- 
represented the situation on the island 
for the purpose of securing intervention. 
The old soldier declares that the in .1n- 
man outrages which the Spaniards have 
committed on the island could not be 
overdrawn. 

With something akin to pathos, Gen- 
eral Gomez delineates the hardships 
which the Cubans have sustained under 
the regime of fire and bloodshed which 
has now endured for something 
over three years upon the island. In spite 
of the misery and destitution which the 
hideous campaign has wrought, he de- 
clares that Cuba is. still bent upon 
achieving her independence of Spain, 
and that nothing can wrest this deter- 
mination from her. He laughs at the 
idea of home rule, and says that Cuba 
will never again consent to fasten upon 
her neck the yoke of Spain by accepting 
her overtures of home rule. “IT have 
been thirteen years in the saddle,” savs 


General Gomez, “including the former | 


campaign, which opened ten years be- 
fore the present one, and Spain has sent 
against me 400,000 men. I have needed 
no help from other countries, for under 
me were 40,000 Cubans ready to die in 
the last ditch, and téday the same spirit 
pervades the entire army.” Such is 
the language of the courageous Cuban 
leader, and if it means 
means that surrender is not included in 
the island’s lexicon.

lecting them, too. It always seems so casy 
for him to understand when you wamt him 
and still ensier for him to misunderstand 
when you have got through with him. 

the giving of tips has been reduced to a 
science by many old ‘travelers end the fact 
is, to get the greatest benefit and best and 
mcst respeciful service one must do it 
scientifically. In the absence of experlence 
in such matters a very good rule is to give 
out in tips about one-tenth of the amount 
invested in restaurants, cafes, drives, etc., 
using discretion, of course, when the 
arount Is very jJarge or very small. 

It is equally as bad a mistake to tip too 
much as to tip too little, and the conse- 
quences are about equally disagreeable, fur 
in the latter case you are likely to be look- 
ed upon as a fool or a Kknave. Waiters get 
to be very good readers of human nature 
and are not easily deceived by ostentatious 
show, although tbey frequently make their 
patrons think so.

more like them, will tell you @ lot about 
cabs, cafes. hotels and fees to greedy 
waiters, which are not down in the guide 
books, but which are nevertheless practical 
and met up with continually in your ram- 
bles about the continent. When you go 
there the first time. or the next, as is more 
often the case, you may remember these 
‘tips,”" or some of them and save yourself 
both trouble and expense.

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| HISTORIC MEETINGS 
‘ | OF THE PAST. 


Mr. William J. Bryan’s speech at the 
tabernacle on Monday night will be em- 
balmed in the history of Atlanta. 

It started a train of reminiscences among 
the older citizens, and they were divided 
on the question whether or not it was the 
greatest political meeting they had ever 


known here. : 

There are a few political meetings which 
stand out in Atlanta’s annals as the church 
steeples tower above the surrounding roofs. 
For instance, there was the Walton Spring 
meeting in the fifties and the Bush Arbor 
meeting in reconstruction days. These 
meetings were not altogether local affairs, 
but people came to attend thean for fifty 
miles in every deirection. Whan the Bush 
Arbor meeting was held. in 1868, Atlanta's 
total population searcely exceeded in eae 
bers the throng which welcomed Mr. Bryan 


at the tabernacle. 

Many Atlantians who cam Tun back in 
memory for forty or fifty years say —— 
day night’s rally was the equal of sett 
political event ever held here, and ees 
possibly the most largely attended gfe 
state’s history. Everybody concedec Reve: 
there were 10,000 people inside the horas r- 
nacle. How many were turned away née 

tn ated by those 
one ean tell, but it is estima hy 
outside that ghere were at least 5,000 who 
ud not gein- ; 
“aa natorian says that there were 20,000 
people at the Bush Arbor meeting. RB. -_ 
was one of the occasion of one of Bena 
tor B. H. Hill’s greatest triumphs, and the 
audience seen through the vista of years 
as not diminished in size. 
"ec George Adair says that he can- 
not make an estimate of that crowd, nér 
can he even in round numbers estimate the 
Walton Spring meeting. Colonel Adair and 
Colonel R. F. Macdox were the marshals 
of the day at the Walton Spring rally and 
-barbecue. Mr. Frank Rice, who was 4 
boy then, says that the woods were full 
of people. Walton Spring was near what 
is now the corner if. Spring and James 
streets, just about 100 yards southeast of 
the present tabernacle; all out beyond that 
point was the original forest. There was 
a natural amphitheater at the spring, and 
speakers and listeners stood wnder the 
shade of the primeval oaks and pines. Some 
years before the -war the whigs held a 
political rally there. Among the speakers 
were Judge Cincinnatus Peeples and Dr. 
H. V. M. Miller, the tribune of the moun- 
tains. There was a big barbecue 300 yards 
down the ravine. Colonel Adair says it was 
such a ’cue as is seldom seen im these 
modern days. People had come into At- 
lanta from all the surrounding counties. 
Two or three speeches had been made, and 
Judge Peeples was the last speaker before 
dinner. The marshals saw that the crowd 
was hungry, and democrats were present 
in numbers. The opposition were more 
interested in the ’cue than in the speaking, 
and 1,000 men and boys crowded around the 
ropes. While Marshal Maddox rode up 
and down commanding the crowd to keep 
back, Marshal Adair galloped up to the 
stand to announce dinner. Judge Peeples 
was about half way into his speech. 

“Dinner is ready, and the democrats will 
eat it all up if you don’t come down right 
away,’ Marshal Adair called out. 

That broke up the speaking then and 
there, but as the audience turned toward 
the barbecue they could see a mob rushing 
over the ropes and falling upon the meats 
and bread. 

Some one had cut the rope, and the 
looting began. By the time the whig au- 
dience got to the tables they had been 
swept clear. The democrats had carried 
off everything, and the hungry whigs were 
mad. 

That was the day, tradition says, that a 
man fell from the frag pole and was killed. 
He said he had been a sailor, and volun- 
teered to climb the pole and untangle the 
ropes. When he got away up, for some 
reason he slipped and fell tumbling over 
and over. The fall killed him instantly. 

But greatest of all political meetings ever 
held in Atlanta previous to the Bryan 
meetigg, if it be conceded that the latter 
was equal: to it, was the historic Bush 
Arbor rally. That was held on July 23, 
1368. 

The speakers were General ‘Toombs, 
Howell Cobb and B. H. Hill. They were 
Georgia’s greatest living orators. The 
meeting was held on the block between 
Alabama street and the railroad and be- 
tween Pryor street and Whitehall. That 
ground is now covered by wholesale grocery 
houses. An arbor of brush shaded the 
speaker’s stand. Had either Toombs or 
Cobb been the only speaker, the address 
of either would have been considered great, 
but both were outshone by Hill, who had 
“a memorable ovation, 

That was in reconstruction times and 
the public mind was inflamed. A reaily 
great speaker made a lasting impression 
on his Leteners and on the pages of his- 
tory. 

in the ante-bellum campaigns there were 
many memorable political meetings in 
Geotgia. Troup, Clark, McDonald, Berrien, 
Herschel V. Johnson, Toombs, Stephens, 
Kell,'Cobb and Brown are but a few of the 
Hlustkious names which would draw vast 
audiekces in a campaign. One of the big 
Toombs meetings was held in Augusta, 
when ¥,000 were present, as he said, in his 
joint debate with Hill at Washington, 
Wilkes county. That Washington debate 
was htard by a great throng. Mr. Hill 
had mt Alex Stephens the day before at 
lexington, in Oglethorpe county, and a 
large Part of that audience drove across 
the couBty to hear the young orator from 
Troup @onfront the hero of Wilkes at his 
own homie. The Glen Spring meeting near 
Athens 184, when Hill and Brown spoke 
was another noted rally. 

Since t re war Colquitt, Norwood and Gor- 
don havepaddressed conspicuousty large au- 
diences Qver the state. Tom Watson has 
addresse@ large out door assemblages and 
Senator |[Bacon and Governer Atkinson 
have talfed to thousands at a time.

Mr. Stein Had Been Warned. 


Judge Berry’s attack on Mr. Stein was 
not altogether unexpected, it is said. Since 
the publication of The Looking Glass arti- 
cle last Saturday Mr. Stein has received 
several anonymous letters warning him to 
bem his guard, that Judge Berry would 
attack him at some unexpected moment. 
It was on this account, it is said, that 
Mr. Stein was armed Monday night, and 
that he reached for his pistol as soon as 
the first blow was struck. 

A strange feature of the story that 
one of the cartridges that fell to the floor 
when the pistol was unbreached 
was said to be biank, con- 
taining no bullet. The other cartridges 
contained bullets. It is said by his friends 
re that in preparing for such an emergency 
the editor had loaded his weapon, hoping 
that the first shot might prove effective 
without bloodshed, and holding the others 
in reserve in case of necessity.

Stein, made the following statement late 
last night: 

“Mr. Stein is suffering from the shock of 
the attack more than his wounds. He is

LEAKE SWALLOWS MORPHINE 


Well-Known Young Man Attempts 
Suicide on the Street—Says He

take his life by swallowing six grains of 

morphine.

Physicians wre im- 
mediately summoned. He said he had 
taken the morphine for the purpose of 
killing himse’f and that if they would net 
let him die now he would take his life to- 
dav or as soon a6 he got an opportunity. 

Leake was sent to the Graidy hospital, 
where he was again revived and the physi- 
cians there said he would be practically 
right this morning. At 3 o’ciock he was 
resting easily. 

Paul Leake is connected with one of the 
most prominent families in North Carolina. 
He had a brother to commit suicide in Ala- 
bama a year ago. He has another brother 
who is a cashier of a bank in Wadesboro. 
He has deen In Atlanta nearly two years. 

It is thought that Leake planned his rash 
act with deliberation. 

On his person was found a note to a wo- 
man on Markham street, which said that 
when she received it he would be dead. 
Outside of the note were strict instructions 
that it be delivered. 

Leake stated to the physicians that it 
was no use to try to save his life. 

Leake will be released from the hpspiial 
today, but wil be closely watched by his 
friends.

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TEXAS TO HAVE TWO ELECTIONS 


Error in Drafting a Resolution Will 
Cost State $106,000. 

Austin, Tex., March 15.—The attorney 
general has ruled that there will have to be 
two state elections in Texas this year. The 
regular election to elect state officers, con- 
legislators and county officers, 
will be held as usual, the second Tuesday 
in November, but a special election will 
have to be held the first Tuesday, which is 
the first day of November, to pass upon 
some constitutional amendments submitted 
by the last legislature to be voted on this 
year. 

Through an error In drafting the resolu- 
tions the provisions were so entered as 
to provide that the amendments should 
be voted on the first Tuesday in November.

: August, March 15.—(Special.)—‘‘Poets’ 
Corner’ is the designation of a section in 
the Augusta cemetery where, amid beauti- 
ful and peaceful surroundings, repose the 
remains of Paul Hamilton Hayne and Rich- 
erd Henry Wilde, two of the most melcdi- 
ous singers who ever illustrated the genius 
of our southland with their verse. 
Richard Henry Wilde's poetic fame rests 
upon a single poem, but as James R. Ran- 
dall, author of “Maryland, My Maryland,” 
has declared, ‘that one ‘gem of purest ray 
gerene’ has gone wherever the. English 
tongue is epoken, and bids fair to retain 
its luster when more pretentious produc- 
tions suffer decay or indifference.’’ The 
productions of Paul Hamilton Hayne fill a 
substantial volume, and his name and fame 
are familiar to every lover of literature 
in this broad land, and have received for- 
mal and gracious recognition abroad from 
distinguished literary sources. 

A modest marble tablet designates 
Grave of each, and proclaims to the vis- 
itor the identity of the distinguished dead. 
ut this is not. all that this 
proposes in their honor. On a prominent 
square of Greene street, the beautiful 
idence street of Augusta. famous 
four rows of live oaks and elms stret: 
from one end of it to the other, rises 
beautiful cenotaph of Georgia 
écribed to the memory of Richard Henry 
Wilde. On face of the beautiful monu- 
ment is sculptured, in bas relfef, a full 
blown rose, beneath which appears the 
immortal verse:

The Hayne Circle. 

The Hayne Circle is a literary organiza- 
tion that was formed in I&83, and named in 
compliment to Paul Hamilton Hayne, It 
had the honor of entertaining the illustri- 
ous poet during his last month, and hs 
accomplished wife, up to the time of her 
death, honored the ecircie with her pres- 
ence, when one of its meetings chanced 
to occur during her presence in the city. 
Mr. William Hamilton Hayne, upon whose 
shoulders the poetic mantle of his father 
hus fallen, always attends the circle’s 
meetings, and not infrequently contributes 
to its entertaining programmes. 

In April, 1586, only a short time before 
the poet’s death, he was the guest of the 
Hayne Cirele at a large reception tendered 
by Mrs. C. C. Doughty, at the home of her 
d-stinguished father, the late Dr. Henry 
FEF. Campbeil. That night all of the papers 
and the readings were about and from the 
works of Hayne, the apprecia- 
tion was voiced as follows, in this, his 
last public appearance: °*

Rome, Ga., March 15.—(Spec*al.)—Mr. M. 
B. Eubanks, secretary of the Fioyd County 
Candler Club, received a letter from Colo- 
nel Candler this morning, in which he 
states that he will open his campaign in 
Rome on Saturday, March 26th. 

This was in response “> a formal invita- 
tion from the Candler Chub extended some 
time ago and in accordance with a promisé 
from Colonel Candler to friends here that 
he would open in this clity. 

The Candler club is taking steps to 
thoroughly advertise the speaking through- 
out the county and a monster audience is 
sure to be on thand. The speaking will take 
place in the superior courtroom, which is 
the largest and most available hall in the 
city, and is set for ll o’clock a. m. 

This room is ‘the one in which the famous 
Evans-Atkinson joint debate occurred and 
is well adapted for public speaking. 

Colonel Candler will face an audience of 
friends almost entirely, from the simple 
fact that nearly everybody in this county 
is for him for governor. The Candler club 
now numbers abovt 1,0@ and the entire 
county has ‘by no'‘fiatans been canvassed. 
All efforts to organize a club in the interest 
of any other candidate has resulted in com- 
plete failure and #t has been practically 
impossible to find enough signers to make 
a respectable showing, 

Saturday, the day chosen for the speak- 
ing, wif give all the farmers a ehance to 
hear ‘the ‘‘one-eyed plowboy” speak and the 
amount of enthusiasm already aroused by 
the mere statement that Candler would 
open in Rome is remarkable. Rome being 
the point at which Candler was first at- 
tacked, it seems. particularly appropriate 
that he should open here, and this speech 
being the one which will set the pace for 
the rest of the campaign, a great many 
visitors are expected from various points 
near Rome. 

Colonel Candler will be tendered a rec@p- 
tion after the speaking, at which time his 
numerous friends in Fioyd, both male and 
femate, will be given an opportunity to 
meet him in person and shake his hand.

Congressmen Took Advantage of the, 


Latitude the Rules Allowed. 

Washington, March 15.—The house agreed 
today to consider the bill for the relief of 
the legal heirs of the victims and survivors 
of the Maine disaster as soon as the report 
of the postoffice appropriation Dil, which 
was taken up in the house today, is out 
of the way. 

During general debate on the postoffice 
appropriation bill the members generaily 
took advantage of the latitude allowed in 
committee of the whole on the state of the 
union tio discuss various political questions 
and the debate accordimgly covered a wide 
range.

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Elberton, Ga., March 15, 1898.—A musical sensation has come to light at Bowman, 
a little town near here, which is truly a wonder. It is a wonder close enough 
home to be investigated by the skeptical and one which seems superior to decay. 

This wonderful musical genius is little Evla Vaughan, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. C. D. Vaughan, of Bowman, who ts only six years of age, and who has al- 
ready composed several vocal and instrumental pieces of music. She plays entirely 
by ear, never having taken a music lesson. It seems to come perfectly natural 
with her, and when she was only two and a half years old she was known to 
play a piece on the organ while held in the lap of a nurse. Her music has been 
confined almost entirely to the organ, because her father has no piano, though 
she plays on the piano. At the last commencement of John Gibson institute she 
Played an accompaniment on the piano to the orchestra, without ever practic- 


“Ming the pieces. Her father says that she can repeat any piece she has ever heard 


played. That she may not get it at first, but will keep trying until she does. 

When asked how she came to compose her first piece, Mr. Vaughan remarked 
that they found that she could play, and began to listen to her, and encourage her. 
She would play certain chords of her own composition, and then began to play 
them together until they harmonized. One day Professor J. B. Vaughan, a broth- 
er of his, happened to hear her, and as she played the piece he wrote the music 
down. This piece has been printed, words heing added to it, and has been sold, 
the proceeds going to a fund to be kept in trust for her musical education. 

Her touch is remarkably sweet, and her execution very clear. She is very pretty 
and small for her age, And her talent is not confined to her instrumental ability, 
for she sings very sweetly, and her parents are as proud of her voice as they are 
of her skill. Mr. Vaughan has been advised that a fortune awaits her on the 
stage, Often in playing some piece she has heard, she adds variations of her own 
composition, and is capable of making very. difficult runs. One of her favorite 
pieces is ‘Home, Sweet, Home,’ which she plays with her own variations. In it 
she seems to place all her little soul. Her music seems 10 be the echo of her little 
thoughts, As she plays her face brightens, and her hearers wonder that such a wee 
sma’ tot should have such power. Her father intends to give her a thorough mu- 
sical education. She has a remarkable memory, and in her. school days just begun 
she is already making a mark. She is truly a musical wonder and should the pub- 
lic ever get to know her they will all sing her praises.

Te hundred of the most prominent 
citizens of the first ward met at May's 
hall, on Mitehell street, at 3 o'clock 
last night and unanimously nominated Mr.

Mr: Smith had no opposition in the meet- 
ing and the will receive the support of all 
those present, it is said, which his friends 
claim will insure his election. = 

The meeting was called to order by Mfr. 
A. F. Todd, and Mr. James L. Mayson was 
made permanent chairman and Mr. V. O. 
Rankin secretary. The chairman ste@ted 
the object of the meeting was for the con- 
sideration of proposed candidates and call- 
ed for nominations. 

Councilman LaHatte nominated Mr. J. R. 
Smith, a member of the firm of Smith & 
Higgins, Peters street. Mr. LaHatte stated 
Mr. Smith was one of the ward's most in- 
fluential business men, having lived there 
nearly fifteen years, and his wide 
popularity would insure a good support. 

The chairman called for other nomina- 
tions, but there was no response. Mr. Smith 
was then ecalled for, and he replied in a 
happy speech, stating he. had come to the 
meeting expecting to vote for some one 
else, andAhat he was not prepared to state 
he would be a candidate until he had given 
the matter more thought. He said that in 
case he should run, his platform would be 
first, the first ward, and then the city of 
Atlanta. He thought the residents of the 
ward should work harder toward bringing 
the first ward to the front. and he was al- 
ways ready whether in or out of council 
to work for the betterment of his com- 
munity. 

It is thought Mr. Smith will run, and it

No matter where one turns, there is the 
gubject of war being discussed, and every- 
pody seems highly in favor of war being 
declared. ‘“yeneral Merritt didn’t say so, but 
he is very anxious for war,’’ says one Man, 
-*and what a splendid leader he would make 
in our army,” adds another; “and in case 
there is war,” remarks a third, “it would 
be a good thing for Atlanta, unquestion- 


] ay 
yee the conversation turns on whether 
we would be in greater danger at this 
point or that, and how each city, on the 
coast could be defended. New York city 
ean scarcely be in the slightest danger. 
The best guns Spain can send here cannot 
throw their shells a greater distance than 
en miles, and our batteries would open 
them at Sandy Hook, twenty-one miles 
ow New York seaward. All the way 
to a point where they would be in range 
of New York they would be fired upon by 
American guns from both sides, and stand 
in danger each minute of being blown up 
by submarine mines, with which the main 
ship channel from Sandy Hook to the 
upper New York bay is lined on the bottom. 
Such towns as Charleston, Savannah and 
Brunswick would suffer the worst in case 
of conflict. It seems to be thought now by 
wise heads that a war cannot be averted, 
unless Spain backs down. McKinley will 
at the very least demand a heavy in- 
demnity for the ruin of the Maine, and he 
will couple with that a demand that the 
war in Cuba end. It seems incredible that 
‘®pain will yield to these demands, involving 
as they do national humiliation, the pay- 
ment of a vast sum of money and the 
surrender of Cuba, for which she has 
fought so hard. There is abundant possi- 
bility of war in the negotiations which will 
occur between the president and Spain tn 
the next two or three weeks, and it will 
be surprising if war is not the result. No- 
body seems to doubt now that the Maine 
was’ blown up from a mine or torpedo 
without, ff it was not the deliberate act of 
the Spanish, and the American people 
would like an opportunity to give Spain a 
taste of the same medicine. The presi- 
dent expects war, as all his preparations go 


to show. 
In the discussion of these warlike: sub- 
jects, the three names called most fre- 


quently are: “McKinley,” ““General Merritt” 
and Fitzhugh Lee.”’ 

The latter is one called most 
in these parts, since General Lee has a

The Indian, fearing the approach of as- 
sistance, fled and Lee ‘has «always been 
grateful to the ‘“‘bugier boy,’’ who was 
none other than ‘Jack Hayes,’ now Cap- 


tain John Hayes, of the United States 
army.

General Lee’s loyal friend and comrade 


of the sixties, ‘‘till it was recalled to me 
by an incident occurring just shortly after 
‘Fitz’ was made governor of Virginia.

The dictionary is brought, and op@ned 

and father and son aevote 
a few moments to the inquiry how a 
single word can have two meanings ap- 
parently so different. They find that 
‘“chatelaine’ comes from the French, and 
was at first speelled “‘chastelaine,”’ but that 
the ‘‘s’’ has disappeared, leaving only a 
little footprint in the shape of an accent 
over the ‘“‘a.’’ Then it is discovered that 
:‘chatelaine’ is really a form of the word 
‘‘castellan,’’ a short form of the Latin word 
‘“‘castellanus,’’ meaning a man who is the 
keeper or owner of a ‘‘castellum,”’ or castle. 
And then the dictionary says ‘‘v. castle,’ 
so they turn back to castle. They find that 
castle comes from ‘“castel’’ or “chastel,”’ 
which is the same word, in a different form, 
that now appears as “chateau,’’ and that 
it comes from the Latin “castrum,’’ mean- 
ing a camp, while “‘castrum’’ comes from 
*“‘“casa,”’ the Latin for hut, a word still in 
the same form in Italian. A curious instance 
of this word is seen in the name of the boy 
who stood upon the burning deck. Casabi- 
anca, which is simply “white house.’’) 
“Casa” is the same word as ‘case,” or 
cover—that is, a covering from the weather 
—and that comes from the Sanskirt root 
‘“‘chhad,”’ which means a cover. Also from 
the same root come ‘“‘cassock,”’ ‘‘chasuble”’ 
and ‘‘casino,’’ which, it may surprise you 
to learn, are relatives of the chatelaine 
with which we started. Now, when we come 
to the meaning of chatelaine, we see that 
it meant, at first, the mistress of a castle— 
that is, a keeper of the keys to its supplies 
and stores—the housekeeper or housewife; 
and that her name was applied to the little 
bunch of keys carried at her belt, just as 
in English we speak of a ‘“housewife,’’ 
meaning a little case or box that contains 
needles, thread, seissors, thimble and so on. 
So now we can see exactly how the same 
word can mean “a lady who is mistress of 
a castie,”’ and “a® little contrivance for 
carrying at the belt keys and other useful 
things.”’ 
. After the boy has learned all these things, 
he turns to his father a little scornfully, 
and says, “Humph! if I had known you 
were going to look in the dietionary I 
could have done that myself.’’ Then, if his 
father doesn’t say, ‘“Why didn’t you?” we

Mrs. Sara Y. @t@venson is contributing to 
The Century, a Serie) of paper on the 
French intervention im (Mexico. In the 
March number of the magazine Mrs. 
Stevenson writes of “Mexican Society in 
Maximilian’s Time, 1866.’’ Ghe says of the 
last days of the empire: 

“The pomp and dignity of the court had 
vanished, and soclu: life in the capital no 
longer centered about tne imperial palace. 

mven previous tv the depariure of ine 
empress, the Munday recepions had been 
discontinued, whout their loss being seri- 
ously feit. At besi they had never Leen 
Qther than dull, forma] affairs. The baii- 
room was a large hall, always insufticienuy 


lignted, and narrowed in phe middie vy 
the piatiorm where stood the imperial 
throne under a cunopy of velvet. Here, 


after their new guests had been officially 
presented in an adjoining hall, the emperor 
and empress seated themselves. Lefore 
Supper they made a solemn tour of the 
ballroom. The dancing then ceased, and the 
crowd stood in chiled exipectancy, and 
made away for them, each in turn receiv- 
ing, as they passed, a smile, a nod, or sume 
commonplace word of greeting, 
“Maximilian was Happy in his remarks 
on such occasions. Naturaly affable and 
Kindly, like most princes trained to this 
sort of thing, h’s memory for names and 
faces was remarkable. We were presenied 
at court on the first of the imperial fort- 
nightly Mondays, and with us, of couse, 
the large number of the guests present; 
and yet, some weeks later, when maxing 
his tour of the ballroom, the emperor gtop- 
ped before us, and inquired about an ab- 
sent member of the family, apparently 
placing us exactly. Many other instances 
of his memory and power of observation in 
such small matters were related by others. 


‘He was tall, slight and handsome, al- 
thovgh the whole expression of his face 
re‘eated weakness ea2nd indecision. He 


looked, and was, a gentl-raan. His manner 
was attractive; he had the faculty of, mak- 
ing you {cel at ease, anq@ he possesesed far 
more personal magnetism than Jia the eni- 
press. 

“Hers was a strong, intelligent face the 
lines of which were somewhat hard at 
times, and her determined expression im- 
pressed one with the feeling that she was 
the better equipped of the two intelligently 
fo core with the dificultics of practical 
life. It is probable that had she been 
Alone, she might have mote 4 better at- 
tempt at solving the problems than did 
Maximilian; at least, such was Marshal 
Bezaire’s opinion, aS expressed before me 
on one occasion, during her brief regency, 
when she had shown special firmness and 


clear judgment in d@ealing with certain 
complicated state affairs. 
“She, however, was reserved, somewhat 


lacking in tact and adaptability, and a cer- 
tnin haughtiness of manner, a dignity too 
conscious of itself. at first repelled meny 
who were disposed to feel kindly toward 
her. It is more than likely that unde- this 
proud mien she concealed a suffering spirit. 
or. at least. the consciousness of a supari- 
ority that must efface itself. Who wWl ever 
know the travail of her proud heart and 
the nrolonged strain UreYbrr which her mind 
finaliv succumbed? For notw'thstanding 
the prudence and decidedab itv with which

the realm during. the emperor's absence 
in.’ 1844. it wos hirted that on his return

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Supreme Lodge of Golden Chain Files 
Petition in Federal Court. 


ASKS COURT FOR DIRECTIONS 


Does Not Know to Whom to Pay 
$3,000 Insurance of Harper—Two 
Sides Have Demanded Money. 


The supreme lodge of the Order of the 
Golden Chain filed a petition in the Unit- 
ed States court yesterday against John 
Terrell, executor of the last will and testa- 
ment of Ledrew Hooper and Mrs. Louisa 
West, Mrs. Martha M. Standridge, Mrs. 
Mary T. Standridge, Mrs. 8. I. Rickerson, 
Nelson Hooper, A. B. Hooper, J. W. Hoop- 
er. The lodge asks that the court direct 
to whom it shall pay $3,000 which is due 
the heirs of Ledrew R. Hooper. 

The petition shows that on April 15, 1896, 
Ledrew R. Hooper took out @ benefit cer- 
tificate in the order of the Golden Chain in 
the sum of $3,000, payable to Mr. @. A. 
Hooper. 

Mrs. Hooper died before Ledrew Hooper 
and no other beneficiary was named. Dur- 
ing the summer of 1897 Hooper died without 
leaving a widow or any heirs or a mother 
or father. According to the by-laws of the 
order, in the absence of any other benefi- 
cilaries the money would revert to the 
brothers and sisters of the deceased, share 
and share alike. 

It seems that Ledrew Hooper made his 
will in favor of John Terrell, directing him 
to pay to Mrs. Louisa West and Mrs. Mar- 
tha W. Standridge the $3,000. Legal de- 
mand has been made on the lodge by Ter- 
rell for the mony. 

Mrs. Mary T. Standridge, Mrs. 8. T. 
Rickerson, A. B. Cooper and J. W. Coop- 
er have also made demand for the money, 
claiming to be entitled to it and charging 
that at the time he made his will Ledrew 
Hooper was not possessed of sufficient 
mental capacity to do so. 

The petition states that the order has 
tried in every way to adjust the claims 
of the different parties, but without .suc- 
cess. It cannot in safety pay the sum to 
any one, it says, and asks the court to 
subpoena the parties interested to appear 
at court and to also enjoin them from in- 
stituting proceedings for the recovery of 
the money. 

Judge Newman issued the restraining or- 
der as requested and set the case for a 
hearing on April 2d. 


LUMPKIN HELD FOR PERJURY 


Grand Jury Returns True Bill Against 
Negro Who Testified in Case of 
Dr. J. J. Poole. 


The United States grand jury returned a 
true bill against Thomas Lumpkin, a ne- 
gro, for perjury yesterday in the cele- 
brated Stephen O. Poore insurance case. 

The case of Dr. Poore is one that created 
a sensation at the time it was first brought 
to the attention of the public and the de- 
velopments in it have been closely watched, 
On October 22, 1897, M. J. McCord, who 
had been appointed commissioner, took ev- 
idence in the case. One of the witnesses 
who testified before him was the negro, 
Thomas Lumpkin. 

The indictment which was returned by 
the grand jury yesterday morning contains 
nine counts and each of these is elaborated 
upon in the paper. It is charged in the 
indictment that a great portion of the most 
important testimony given by the negro 
was false. 

The first count is that Lumpkin swore 
he had never seen J. J. Poore drunk nor 
had ever seen him take a drink of intox- 
icants of any kind. 

The next count is that Lumpkin swore 
that Dr. Poore commenced getting worse 
on the evening of Saturday, July 11, 18%6, 
and that anybody could tell he was worse, 
when in truth Dr. Poore did not commence 
to get worse on that day. 

The grand jury also charges him with 
swearing falsely when he said Dr. R. A. 
Hammond was not at the Walton hotel 
on the night of July 11, 1896, when he gave 
the alarm that Dr. Poore was dying. 
Lumpkin swore that there was nothing 
in the room which indicated that Dr. Poore 
had killed himself, and in so swearing, it 
is charged that he swore falsely. 

The other counts refer to affidavits which 
Lumpkin signed and which he swore he 
had not signed. He is also charged with 
swearing falsely when he stated he had 
never told any one the undertaker had 
not pumped blood from the veins of Dr. 
Poore. The indictment shows that he told 
several people of this. 

A warrant was issued for Lumpkin yes- 
terday and he will probably be arrested this 
morning. He is at present in Monroe, Ga. 


England’s Queer Villages. 


From Tid Bits. 

Seattered throughout the area of Great 
Britain are numerous towns and villages of 
a curious cnaracter. One large village ac- 
tually consists of old railway .carriages, 
even the little mission chapel being bullt 
out four large horse trucks. Another 
village, with a population of 1,100 and a 
ratable value of £8,000, has neither church, 
chapel, nor school, the only public edifice 
being a pillar letter box. 

Vibages with a single inhabitant are not 
unknown. At Skiddaw, in Cumberland, 
there is a solitary householder, who can- 
not vote because there is no overseer to 
prepare a voter’s list, and no church or 
other public building on which to publish 
one: while the only ratepayer in a certain 
rural Northumberland parish has recently 
declined to bear the expense of repairing a 
road because he considers it quite good 
enough for himself. 

In the Isle of Ely there is a little parish 
which has been somewhat contemptuously 
described as ‘‘a portion of land, with three 
or four houses and, perhaps, twelve in- 
habitants.’ This place has*no roads at all, 
and is consequently put tb no expenso in 
keeping them in repair. As a matter of 
fact, there are no expenses of any kind, 
and no rates. 

One of the most remarkable villages in 
this country is Kempton, near Bedford, 
whicheis seven miles long, and extremely 
straggiing. To waik from one end of the 
village to the other occupies two hours. 

Son.etimes wiiele villages will practical- 
lv. disappear. A little Shropehire village 
has gradually sunk until now it ts almost 
out of steht. Tt is Duflt on a dAisueed coal 
pit, and the sinking goes on steadily every 
year. Now and then a tottering house 
propped up to Keep it standing, but in 
spite of all precautions buildings are con- 
stantly falling to the ground, and tn course 
of time doubtless nothing will be left but 
a few bricks to mark the spot where a yvi!- 
lage stood. 

There are plenty of 
throughout tne country. A Alversion of 
trade into other channels is sometimes suf- 
ficient to produce this effect. Not many 
years ago the proprietors of an iron works 
at a townlet near Sheffield, being unabie 
to obtain certain concessions from a rail- 
Te company, removed their works. Short- 
-y afterwards half the place wags to let, 
and thé windows of many of the houses 
were boarded up.
